EETROQEESSION AND PROGRES- 
SION. 



Since the dato ot Confederatiou tt>e 
Governmeot of the country linB Leon con- 
ducted nndsr two diHtinot iiolicioa, as 
■widaly divergent in their dims nml oiTeots 
a« the poles arc asunder. Tho one wi^ 
shall designate the Relrogrossire or going 
backward policy; the other— the Progres 
sive or going torwurd policy. Both,..po]i- 
ciea have had a fair trial; both have been 
submitted to the severe tests of time and 
public oritioism; and both can now be 
judged on their merits. In approaohing 
tbB oooiideration of this matter wo cast 
personal predilections and considerations 
entirely anide. We do not parade the 
personal defects or merits of the two lend- 
ers of t)ie House, and ask tho country to 
declare "under which king" it -will sorva? 
Our object ia simply to v/eigh in an even 
balance two Qovernmentsand t3 estimate 
their respective value by their works. 

It will require no exertion of the mind 
to recall the melancholy condition of the 
Province when the DeOosmos Walkem 
Government laid down the reins of power 
and gave place to tho Elliott Ministry. 
An enormous public debt had been piled 
up, und Canada, which owed us a railway, 
was tho largest creditor; Government de- 
bantures were un8uleable;the annual subsi- 
dy had been mortgaged to the Domiuiou in 
retnni'for moDetary advances; scores of 
contractors and workiugmen were knock- 
ing at tho Treasury doors for i^ayment of 
their cluims; aud^ to crown all, an un- 
happy quarrel hud been indulged in with 
Canada after the Province had beeu plac- 
ed entirely in her power The feeling that 
prevailed amongst all classes throughout 
the Province at this time was of the most 
gloomy and depressing character. When 
it became known that a personal quarrel 
of Mr. Walkem with Mr. Edgar had led 
the former to refuse the Island Bail- 
way and jeopardize the trauBcootineLtul 
line, the hearts of the people ticeuied to 
die within them, for the Government had 
no Buoh word as self help iu their 
lexicon. Their entire policy having 
been baaed on the financial assistance 
they anticipated from Canada the mo- 
ment that was denied their r«sourcea 
caroa to au end. They could not cheer 
the drooping ajjirits of the peoplo by 
drawing attention to tie illiiuitablu 
natural resourcos that everywhere abound 
• in this "Glorious Province." They were 
incapable of suggesting a single scheme 
for the advancement and well-being of 
the land they so sadly misgoverned. They 
began and ended every Act of Parliament 
with the railway. They never wrote a 
dispatch that did not refer iu some way 
to toe breach of the railway covenant by 
Canada. They sent their Premier to Lon- 
don at an enormous cost to the public 
purse to interview Lord Cnruarvon and 
dine with Royalty — a modern instance of 
Nero "rosining the bow" whilst Eome 
was in a state of combustion. They for- 
got the old maxim that "the Lord helps 
those who help themselves," and shut 
their eyes to the fact that there existed 
on every side vast sources of wealth that 
required only the fostering care of a witse 
and liberal Government to enrich the 
people. It was essentially a Government 
with one idea; and it is not strange that 
with such men on the treasury benches 
the people lost heart and that the country 
di:ooped and languished while the blight 
of despair setth d like a pall on every in- 
terest. All other provinces aud states on 
the continent were pressing forward in 
the race. Sectioiis that wore settleil many 
years subsequent to the first influx of 
population to this country from Califor- 
nia were being rapidly peopled. Towns 
and cities sprang np and became famous; 
commerce and manufactures; the arts ami 
sciences flouri?hed side by sidn in np<jis 
whore a few years before had roamoti 
tribes of redmen and herds of wild ani- 
mali. In the midwt of the general on- 
ward movement 13riti.-<h Columbia, alone, 
. stood still. Stood still? No; uofortuou- 
tely, following the bunt of tho Govern- 
ment policy, sljo went backward. Tho 
Government dmned into tlio ears of the 
peoDle that the "railway was doomed;" 
"that the child yet uuboru would not 
live t i sea the lirst rail laid iu British 
Columbia," and than this a more 
spiritlei^s and , dejected, lot of people did 
not exist on the faco of the eaith. The 
duty of tue Government in the gr.ivu 
crisiw W!iB to have set aneiample of ob'/er- 
fulness, oiKirgy, thrift and forolhouglit. 
When onn resource failed they (-hnuld 
have subfctitated another; and while firmly 
pressing for the fulfiimeat of treaty obli- 
gations and the construction of tiie rail" 
way they should have endeavored to in- 
spire the peo])lo with hope and courage 
in place of giving thorn to undurBtand 
that there was nothing left worth ruuaairi- 
ing in the country for. In tho midst of 
the gloom and depression, in bringing 
about which tlioy wero the chief ug. uts, 
the f.Walkem Governnicnt went out of 
«ffloaand tho policy^of llytrogrossion waw 
at an end. 

The Elliott Govcrniumit camo in under 
the peculiarly inuuapiuioiiH oiroumstances 

/ sketched iu tho lirst part of tbis article. 

- Their first ollicial act was to secure the 
release of the aubsid.v — to lift the mort- 
gage, so to speak, that Canada held on the 
revenues of the Province. Their next 
was to aeouro funds necessary for tho pay- 
ment of tho workiugmen who bold claims 
that their predecessors had been imubic 
to discharge. In pursuance of these de- 
sirable objects ihoy mot with 1 itler oppo- 
sition from the men who had formed tho 
late Ministry andCr their following; but 
they accomplished both ends, and soon 
raised tho credit of the Province at homo 
and abroad. Bonds that under the Re- 
trogressive policy of tho Walkom (ioveru- 
ment could not bo diHposed of at any 

grioo, now rule in tho London mnrkot 
ighor than any other bonds that are quut 
able in tho world's money centre, and all 
just liabiiities incurred by tho former 
Government have been swept away. But 
tho present Qovornmont hii<-o ilono more 
than raise tho credit of tho Provineo. liy 
tbeadoptioQ of a Progressive j)oliey thoy 
have raised the hopes of tho people, 
While firmly proBsiug for tho fulfilmeiit 
of the railway compact they have declin- 
ed to re echo the cuokoo-ory of Iheir pro- 
deoesBors and declare that because tho 
r»ilw»7 hM not bo«Q Mmnaaced within 



the stipulated time all Is lost! "Better ia 
n friend that is nearthon a brother afar 
off," soys Solomoa. Amidst tho cares and 
worries and hard exporieuces which tho 
unpatriotic course of tho Opposition haro 
evoked, tho Government have recognized 
in the natural resources of the Province 
"the friend thot is near" and have choor- 
fuUy applied thnmselvcH to tho task of 
demonstrating the vahio of those resources 
and making their value known all 
the world over. To-day tlio beneficial 
effects of the policy of ProKres»-ioa are 
shown. Go where ono may, from Cariboo 
to iliB CoaHt, ho will find the hearts of the 
peoplo beating high with hope and 
oxpeutatiou. The depression and blight 
—birds of ill omen nourished by Walkem 
& Co. — have taken flight, and no longer 
brood ovor Provincial houaeholds. Tho 
loeu who ire met on the street talk of tho 
«ood times in store for British Colum- 
i)ia, and fow are so unfair as to withhold 
from tho Elliott Ministry tho credit that 
beloDt:;s to thum of bringing about the 
happy change.

great that in favorite localities it would 
bo easily sold at §100 per acre. It must 
bo borne iu mind that it is tho only largo 
section of country which is capable of 
yieldiiig a never-failing crop without irri- 
gation, nad is more valuable than land in 
Oregon or Washington Territory from 
tho fact that whilo tlio farmers of these 
sections have to compote with the world 
tho British Columbia farmer has a local 
market to su^sply for years to opme. Good 
land with water for irrigation cannot bo 
purchased in Southern Oalifornia for loss 
than from lifty to ono hundred dollars })or 
acre, aud wet land, or land where the wa- 
ter is within three or four feet from tho 
surface, demands from one to two hundred 
dollars per acre.

It has often been a matter of wonder 
to many people how so many idle ne- 
groes subsist about this ciij'. 

We have an old negro who visits 
our premises«oncG a week aud performs 
small jobs, for whicJi we pay him n 
quarter. \Ve had the curiosity to in 
terview him the other day as to his 
finances aud subsistence. 

"How are you getting along, Undo 
Aleck?" said he. 

"Ah, thank God, I make out to get 
'nuff'to eat," said Aleck. "Sum days 
I make a quarter, some days more or 
less, and eomo days nuJSn. Rut iu- 
durin' the week I get-s 'uuff to buy 'vi- 
siona for mo au' do olo 'omau." 

"Well, Uncle Aleck, bow much 
provisions do you buy, tell mo exactly; 
I want to make a coloulation?" 

Aleck then gave the following items 
as hia weekly purchase for himself and 
wife:

I asked him if ho hud plenty. "O 
la, yea, massa; my wife is a good cook. 
She used to cook for ole mis^ in slavery 
time, and we has a good " comfortable 
table. I tell you, sah, wo lives as well 
as most colored people I knows of; as 
good— well, aa der back drivers. Wo 
have greens from our garden, aud 
sometimes I eats de gravy aud loaves 
nil the meat for the ole 'oman." 

And this is the way the darkies live — 
by doing littlo jobs. A small amount 
of cheap meat and bread will subsist 
them — many times acme of them have 
bread alone. Many idle men, who do 
little job's, or follow politics, are sup- 
ported mainly by«^their wives at the 
wash-tub. It woiild^ astonish any ono 
to count up the money paid out every 
week for washing. Washing, cooking 
and nursing babies support a large 
portion of the negro population of 
Selma. This cheap living makes the 
cheapest labor in the United States, 
but not the best .citizenship. — Selma, 
Ala., Times.

Three 
physicians who have investigated the 
subject havo drawn up a report in 
which they unhesitating declare that 
the meat of . such animals is not sensibly 
loss in nutritive value tbah that of 
other animals unaffected by disease. 
But they admit that this applies only 
to the early stages of tho disease. Aud 
this difficulty, coupled with the pre- 
judice of the public on the subject, 
rather detracts from the practioal 
value of the suggestion.
